Yet, some 
areas in the 4th Ward don’t even 
have streets. These people (4th 
Ward. residents) pay taxes, too.

Lloyd Bailey agreed that the 
wards need to be changed. 

No action was taken on Schu- 
man’s suggestion, but Cruse said 
he would like a committee to be 
formed soon.

Feb. 2. to decide how. to 
spend the rest of the MFT allot-- 
ment. He said proposals to spend 
the money ‘‘far exceed’’ the 
amount available.

Pitzer: No new tax 
for health agency 


EDWARDSVILLE — Madison 
County would qualify for a 
$383,000 state grant if the County 
Board institutes a county health 
department, according to a rep- 
resentative of the _ Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 

John G. Pitzer, regional health 
officer at the Edwardsville office 
of the IDPH, said that if the 
county creates a health. depart- 
ment under state guidelines, no 
additional tax levy would’ be 
needed to fund the department. 

To start the department,. the 
County Board must vote by a 
simple majority to appoint an 
eight-member county health 
board. 

Such a. -board_would_have.to 
include two doctors, a dentist, a 
County Board member and four 
citizens, Pitzer said. 

He spoke Monday night ‘at a 
County Board hearing on the 
topic. : 

To qualify for the_health ser- 
vices grani, which Pitzer said 
would be $383,431 in fiscal year 
1988, the health board would be 
required to coordinate 10 public 
health programs. The health 
board would develop a budget, 
subject to the County Board's 
approval, to operate the pro- 
grams. 

Based on estimates provided 
by IDPH, the total budget for a 
county health department would 
be about $520,620 — $452,000 for 

rsonnel and $68,000 for operat- 
ing expenses. 

Taking into account the esti- 
mated $383,000 from the state 
and tuberculosis tax revenue of 
about $250,000, the county would 
have more than enough revenue 
to finance the department, 
Pitzer said. 

The 10 programs required by 
the IDPH, according to Pitzer, 
are as follows: 

*An administrative body to 
coordinate public health protec- 





tion services and to distribute 
information to the public. There 
is currently no sucl preeram in 
the county, Pitzer said. 

*A maternal health program 
to educate’ and act as a referral 
service for women of child-bear- 
ing age. Existing services are 
not countywide, Pitzer said. 

*A child health program for 
health screening and referral, 
nutritional assessment and 
immunizations. t 

*A communicable disease pro- 


. gram to control the 49 reportable 


communi: le diseases, such_as 
AIDS, on a countywide basis. 
Tuberculosis control is currently 
the only communicable diseasé 
control-in-the-county- - 

*A chronic disease program to 
prevent and control diseases 
such as cancer, strokes and 
heart disease. 

*A food sanitation rogram to 
inspect the approximately 1,449 
food establishments ‘in the-coun- 
ty. The IDPH currently provides 
inspections on a complaint basis. 
There is no other countywide 
food establishment inspection 
program. d 

*A potable water supplies pro- 
gram. to insure proper private 
well construction, and consulta- 
tion to homeowners. S 

*A solid waste program to 
insure proper storage and han- 
dling of solid waste and to keep 
a record of all disposal collection 
companies and landfills. 

*A nuisance control program 
to minimize the transmission of 
diseases associated with nui- 
sance conditions, such as weeds 
and mosquitoes. 

*A private sewage program to 
inspect private sewage installa- 
tions. Such a program already 
exists _in_the county and would 
meet state standards as part of 
a county health department, 
Pitzer said.

EDWARDSVILLE — Low-in- 
come families and senior citi- 
zens in Madison County would 
benefit from a county health 
department, supporters of such a 
department said Monday.

lies: Roberts said that under the 
existing system, some parents 
cannot afford to immunize their 
children. 

Senior citizens’ activist Floyd 
Galliher, 83, agreed. = 

“It is'a shame that a county 
this size does not have a county 


health board,” said Galliher, an 
Alton resident who organized the 
Madison County Senior Citizens 
Center and the Illinois State 
Council of Senior Citizens. 

Galliher said a health depart- 
ment would reach those who 
“fall between the cracks’’ in the 
present system. 

Dorothy Droste, a member of 
the health-study task force 
appointed by the County Board, 
said a public health department 
could coordinate care for the 
homeless, described by her as a 
potential threat to public health. 

Droste said the. department 
might also be used to investigate 


asbestos hazards and to coordi- 
nate an AIDS Program. Madison 
County has the highest inci-
